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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

Again,  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  to  you  the 
following  report.  Ninety-nine  new  borrowers  have  registered 
in  the  year  1961,  and  259  new  volumes  have  been  added  to 
the  library  for  circulation.  Five  new  books  were  given  as 
Memorial  gifts  for  past  members  of  the  D.  A.  R.  and  the 
Epping  Woman's  Club. 

Some  of  the  records  of  the  circulation  the  past  year 
have  been  misplaced  and  I  am  sorry  not  to  be  able  to  give 
you  a  definite  figure  on  this.  But  I  can  assure  you  that  the 
Library  is  being  used  more  than  ever  and  the  distributing 
of  library  books  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  afternoons 
has  been  excellent. 

I  attended  library  school  again  this  past  simimer  and 
will  attend  again  this  year.  I  need  one  more  credit  before 
obtaining  my  librarian's  certificate.  My  courses  were  on 
reference  books  and  library  service  for  adults.  These 
courses  are  tremendously  interesting  and  valuable  to  an 
untrained  librarian  of  a  small  library  such  as  I.  I  just  hope 
to  be  able  to  make  use  of  all  of  this  information  and  give 
you  better  service  in  the  library. 

Neighborhood  meetings  sponsored  by  the  State  Li- 
brary are  constantly  being  held.  I  have  attended  all  but 
one  and  am  sorry  to  have  missed  it.  Because  it  was  a  won- 
derful display  of  new  books  that  we  could  examine  before 
ordering. 

The  trustees  of  the  Library  sponsored  a  tea  for  the 
schoolteachers  of  Epping.  It  was  well  attended  and  is  des- 
tined to  become  an  annual  affair.  A  new  atlas  has  been  pur- 
chased for  the  library-  Life's  Pictorial  Atlas  of  the  World. 
It  is  not  for  icrculation  but  is  in  the  library  for  your  use 
and  inspection. 

The  trustees  also  bought  a  standard  Catalog  for  Pub- 
lic Libraries  to  help  me  in  ordering  new  fiction  books  and 
cataloging  them  correctly.  Also  Logasa's  Book  of  Histori- 
cal Fiction  and  Logasa's  Book  of  Historical  non-Fiction 
for  my  use  and  help  in  selectin  g  books  for  school  students 
in  History. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  group  have  sponsored  a 
number  of  programs  this  year.    During  National  Library 
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Week  the  library  had  a  Book  Jacket  Contest  in  the  Grammar 
school  and  the  "Friends"  provided  the  awards  to  the  win- 
ners. During  National  Book  Week  the  "Friends'*  sponsored 
an  Open  House  in  the  Library,  which  wasn't  too  successful. 
But  a  very  profitable  food  sale  was  held  on  Town  Meeting 
day  and  a  goodly  sum  was  realized. 

They  also  held  a  book  review  program  in  the  fall,  in- 
viting neighboring  Friends  of  the  Library  to  attend.  Mrs. 
Marion  Rudkins  of  Canterbury,  N.  H.  reviewed  a  number  of 
the  current  best  sellers  and  was  perfectly  delightful.  The 
floral  pieces  were  provided  by  the  Garden  Club. 

The  Epping  Friends  of  the  Library  received  an  award 
for  outstanding  service  to  the  library  from  the  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Library  this  fall.  Each  year  one  library  in  N. 
H.  is  given  this  award  and  we  were  fortunate  in  being  the  li- 
brary selected  for  1961.  It  is  to  be  framed  and  hung  in  the 
library  for  you  all  to  see. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  say  how  very  much  I 
have  enjoyed  serving  you  all  in  the  library  and  hope  that  I 
have  been  of  some  assistance  to  you.

If  you  wish  to  be  helpful  in  any  way  here  are  a  few 
tips  to  follow: 

1.  Always  notice  strange  cars  parked  in 
odd  places. 

2.  Always  try  to  get  registration  nimibers 
if  possible. 

3.  Always  phone  me  immediately. 

4.  Always  notice  strangers  loitering  about. 

5.  Teach  your  children  to  refuse  auto  rides 
with  strangers. 

Many  police  cases  have  been  solved  because  of  some 
observant   citizen.    For  instance,  about  two  years  ago,  I 
received  a  phone  call  at  2:00  A.  M.  giving  me  the  registra- 
tion number  of  a  car  parked  near  a  local  filling  station. 
Upon  checking  we  found  that  the  station  had  been  broken 
into.    Witii  this  helpful  information,  I  was  able  to  put  this 
out  over  our  police  radio  notifying  surrounding  police  de- 
partments. State  Police  and  Sheriff's  Pepartment.    As  a 
result,  four  subjects  were  arrested  within  an  hour. 

This   kind  of  help  is  very  important  in  protecting 
yoiu*  property,  without  it  police  work  is  almost  impossible.

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VETERANS'  EXEMPTION 

*'No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the  exemption  pro- 
vided by  Section  29  xinless  he  shall  have  filed  with  the  se- 
lectmen on  or  before  April  fifteenth  of  each  year  an  appli- 
cation therefor  signed  under  penalty  of  perjury  on  a  form 
which  may  be  obtained  from  the  selectmen." 

Printed  above  is  a  portion  of  the  law  governing  prop- 
erty tax  exemptions  to  servicemen  or  widows  of  service- 
men which  must  be  followed  if  exemption  is  to  be  allowed 
in  1961.  The  Exemption  Law  has  also  been  revised  so  that 
only  Residential  Real  Estate  as  defined  below  can  be  ex- 
empted from  Taxation. 

"Residential  Real  Estate;  That  Real  Estate  that  a 
person  occupies  as  his  principal  place  of  abode  together 
with  any  land  or  buildings  appurtenant  thereto.  Provided 
those  with  service  connected  disability  shall  not  be  delin- 
quent in  the  payment  of  any  taxes  due  the  State  of  N.  H.  or 
any  political  subdivision  thereof.'*

One  (1)  home  was  inspected  at  the  request  of  the  Pub- 
lic Welfare  Office  in  Portsmouth  for  the  keeping  of  State 
Welfare  children. 

This  was  another  fine  year  for  the  Fire  Department 
with  only  thirty -seven  (37)  calls  being  received,  as  com- 
pared to  62  in  1959  -  40  in  1960  -  and  37  in  1961.  Many 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  fire  department,  and  you 
are  invited  to  Inspect  the  station  at  any  time.  Once  agalQ, 
manv  thanks  for  Uie  cooperation  which  you  have  shown  at 
the  fires  in  regards  to  traffic  problems.

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PROPOSED  ZONING  ORDINANCE 

FOR  THE 

TOWN  OF  EPPING,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  promote  the  health,  safety,  morals,  convenience  of 
Epplng,  the  following  ordinance  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  vot- 
ers of  said  Town  in  Town  Meeting  March  1962  in  pursuance 
of  authority  conferred  by  Chapter  31,  N.  H,  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated  1955,  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  I 

General  Definitions 

For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  certain  terms  are 
defined  as  follows: 

1.  "Home  produce  and  products'*  means  and  included 
every  thing  of  an  agricultural  nature,  grown,  produced,  con- 
ditioned or  otherwise  carried  on  the  property  of  the  resident. 
Also  such  articles  as  are  manufactured  or  altered  by  mem- 
bers of  the  household  of  the  bonaf ide  resident  of  any  property. 

2.  ''Permanent  residents."  A  family  shall  be  considered 
permanent  residents  when  they  have  used  any  building  con- 
tinuously as  a  residence  for  a  period  of  six  months  or  more. 

3.  "Frontage"  shall  mean  the  length  of  the  lot  bordering 
on  the  public  right  of  way, 

4.  "Accessory  Buildings"  shall  mean  those  buildings  not 
used  as  a  dwelling  for  human  habitation  on  a  lot  and  subordi- 
nate and  incidental  to  the  main  building  thereon. 

5.  The  term  ^ 'owner"  shall  mean  any  person  or  groups 
of  persons,  their  agents,  and  employees  who  are  responsible 
for  the  control  of  the  property. 

6.  The  terms  "Mobile  house"  or  "Trailer"  shall  mean 
any  structure  designed  as  a  dwelling  unit  and  so  constructed 
as  to  be  easily  transported  on  the  public  highway. 

7.  "Trailer  park"  or  "Mobile  house  park"  means  a  land 
area  occupied  or  designed  for  occupancy  by  two  or  more 
trailers  in  use  for  living  purposes. 
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8.  The  term  "tent"  shall  mean  any  structure  constructed 
principally  of  canvas  or  other  non-rigid  material.   It  is  for 
the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  considered  a  mobile  house. 

9.  **Non -conforming  use"  is  a  use  in  any  building  or 
structure  which  does  not  conform  to  the  use  regulations  of 
the  district  in  which  use  exists  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the 
ordinance.   If  abandoned  for  eighteen  consecutive  months  it 
cannot  be  revived  as  a  non-conforming  use. 

ARTICLE  II 

General  Provisions 

1.  No  junk  yard  or  place  for  the  disposition,  storage,  or 
sale  of  discarded  machinery  vehicles,  glass,  paper,  cordage, 
garbage,  refuse  or  other  waste  or  discarded  material  shall 
be  maintained  in  the  Town,  within  two  hundred  feet  of  any 
public  right  of  way  exclusive  of  any  area  known  as  a  Town 
Dump.   A  junk  yard  may  continue  as  a  non-conforming  use  if 
within  the  period  it  is  completely  hidden  from  any  highway 
by  a  continuous  solid  fence  of  such  height,  not  less  tiian  eight 
feet  high  in  any  case,  as  to  screen  completely  the  operations 
of  the  junk  yard.    Plans  of  such  building  or  fence  shall  be 
unanimously  approved  in  writing  to  the  owner  of  the  same  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  before  it  is  erected. 

2.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  land  shall  permit  fire  or  other 
unreconstructable  ruins  to  be  left,  but  shall  remove  the  same 
to  ground  level  within  two  years. 

3.  Any  uses  that  may  be  obnoxious  or  injurious  to  the 
neighborhood  or  the  town  by  reason  of  fimaes,  noise,  vibra- 
tion or  similar  conditions,  or  that  are  dangerous  to  the  com- 
fort, peace,  enjoyment,  health,  or  safety  of  the  inhabitants  or 
lending'to  their  disturbance  or  annoyance  are  prohibited. 

ARTICLE  m 

Districts 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  the  Town  shall  be 
divided  into  the  Residential  District,  the  Business  District 
and  the  Industrial  District  as  shown  on  the  zoning  map  filed 
with  the  Town  Clerk  and  dated  March  1962. 
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ARTICLE  IV 

Trailers,  Mobile  Houses,  Trailer  Parks 
and  Mobile  House  Parks 

1.  A  single  trailer  or  a  single  mobile  house  may  be  locat- 
ed anywhere  in  the  Residential  District  provided  it  meets  all 
frontage,  front  yard,  side  and  back  yard,  minimum  land  area 
and  sanitary  protection  requirements  specified  in  this  ordi- 
nance for  buildings  and  lots  located  in  the  Residential 
District. 

2.  Camps  (so-called)  used  as  part  of  construction,  lum- 
bering or  other  similar  operation  shall  require  a  special 
permit  limited  strictly  to  the  duration  of  the  operation. 

3.  Trailer  parks  and  mobile  house  parks  are  allowed  as 
long  as  they  conform  to  the  following: 
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a)     two  or  more  trailers  in  use  for  living  purposes 
occupying  the  same  land  area  shall  be  considered 
as  a  park. 

the  minimum  lot  size  shall  be  25  by  40  feet 
the  water  supply  shall  be  adequate  and  acceptable 
to  the  State  Water  Pollution  Board 

d)  the  sewerage  provided  shall  be  acceptable  to  the 
State  Water  Pollution  Board 

e)  the  location  shall  not  be  in  the  Business  District 

f)  the  park  and  the  trailers  therein  shall  present  a 
neat  appearance  so  as  to  benefit  the  Town. 

g)  a  25  square  foot  utility  building  shall  be  erected 
on  each  lot 

h)     the  owner  shall  provide  20  foot  roadways  of  a 
hard  surface  and  shall  maintain  them  himself. 

4.  All  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  regulations 
of  State  departments  applicable  to  mobile  house  parks,  trail- 
ers and  their  occiqjants  shall  be  enforced. 

ARTICLE  V 

District  Boundaries 

1.  The  Residential  District  shall  comprise  the  whole  of 
Epping. 

2.  The  Business  District  shall  be  the  area  on  both  sides 
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of  Main  street,  Route  101  and  Route  125  with  a  maximum 
depth  of  500  feet. 

3.        The  Selectmen  and  the  Board  of  Adjustment  may  desig- 
nate any  suitable  area  that  is  available  as  an  industrial  Dis- 
trict. 

ARTICLE  VI 

District  Provisions 

1.        The  Residential  District  shall  be  regulated  by  the  fol- 
lowing: 

it  shall  be  a  district  mainly  of  farms  and  residences 
no  new  building  shall  house  more  than  two  fami- 
lies as  permanent  residents. 
Any  building  existing  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance may  house  more  than  two  families,  provided  that  kit- 
chen and  bathroom  facilities  be  provided  for  each  additional 
family. 

c)  tourist  homes  may  be  maintained  and  operated, 
provided  that  not  more  than  ten  adult  transient 
guests  are  accomodated  at  one  time. 

d)  residences  may  be  used  to  house  the  profession 
of  the  owner  or  tenant  such  as  a  doctor,  engineer, 
architect,  lawyer,  real  estate,  insurance  or  hair- 
dresser. 

e)  churches,  schools,  sanitariums,  nursing  homes 
are  permitted. 

f)  land  requirements: 

1 .  all  parts  of  every  building  shall  be  set  back 
from  the  front  property  line  at  least  twenty  five 
feet  or  such  distance  as  shall  conform  with  the 
existing  line  of  buildings  within  five  hundred  feet 
on  each  side;  all  parts  of  buildings  shall  be  set 
back  at  least  ten  feet  from  side  and  rear  lot  lines. 
Where  a  building  existing  when  this  ordinance  is 
enacted  and  not  in  compliance  with  this  section  is 
destroyed  by  fire  or  other  cause,  the  owner  may 
rebuild  within  a  period  of  two  years  from  the  date 
of  such  loss  but  subject  to  all  other  sections  of 
this  ordinance. 

2.  the  frontage  of  any  lot  on  ponds,  rivers,  feder- 
al, state  or  town  highways  shall  be  a  minimum  of 
one  hundred  feet. 

3.  no  lot  shall  be  less  than  one  hundred  by  one 
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hundred  fifty  feet  In  area.   Any  smaller  lot  on  rec- 
ord in  Rockingham  Registry  of  Deeds  when  this 
ordinance  takes  effect  shall  be  permitted. 

2.  The  Business  District  shall  be  regulated  by  the  follow- 
ing: 

a)  any  use  permitted  in  the  Residential  District  under 
the  same  provisions  that  apply  to  residences  in 
that  District. 

b)  lodging  houses,  apartment  houses,  hotels,  motels, 
tourist  courts  or  cabins,  including  such  retail 
business  within  these  permitted  buildings  as  are 
conducted  for  the  convenience  of  the  residents  or 
guests. 

c)  shops,  restaurants  and  other  retail  businesses 

d)  garages,  parking  lots  and  filling  stations 

e)  business  offices,  banks,  theaters,  halls  and  clubs. 

f)  when  the  set-back  of  adjacent  commercial  or  busi- 
ness buildings  on  the  same  highway  Is  less  than 
that  specified  in  the  Residential  District,  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  may  permit  a  location  to  conform 

to  a  corresponding  alignment  of  such  buildings. 

3.  The  Industrial  District  may  include  manufacturing, 
machine  shops,  storage  of  goods  and  other  uses. 

a)  an  industry  shall  be  located  at  least  sixty  feet 
from  the  edge  of  any  right  of  way  and  not  less 
than  twenty  feet  from  each  side  and  rear  bound- 
ary. 

b)  an  industry  must  provide  adequate  parking  facil- 
ities for  freight,  delivery  trucks,  employee  and 
visitor  parking. 

ARTICLE  Vn 

1.  Within  thirty  days  after  this  ordinance  takes  effect 
and  thereafter  as  terms  expire  or  vacancies  occur,  the  Se- 
lectmen shall  appoint  the  members  of  a  Board  of  Adjustment 
to  serve  without  compensation.    The-  Selectmen  shall  also 
appoint  a  Building  Inspector  to  serve  for  three  years. 

2.  In  addition  to  the  general  powers  granted  to  said  Board, 
by  said  Chapter  31.  as  amended,  it  may  he  harmony  with  and 
subject  to  its  provisions: 

a)     Permit  a  non-cnnforming  temporary  use  for  an 
initial  period  of  not  more  than  one  year,   Permits 
may  be  renewed  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  for 
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successive  periods  of  not  more  than  one  year  each, 

b)  Waive  the  Residential  District  frontage  require- 
ments where  there  are  unusual  conditions  of  street 
curvature,  topography  or  subsurface  conditions. 

In  such  cases,  however,  the  average  width  of  the 
lot  shall  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  the  frontage 
requirements. 

c)  Permit  in  the  Residential  District  a  commercial 
or  an  industrial  use  which  at  a  public  hearing 
proves  it  can  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Indus- 
trial District  as  well  as  all  other  pertinent  facts 
of  this  ordinance, 

ARTICLE  Vm 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Selectmen  are  hereby  given  authority  to  enforce  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance.   Any  granting  or  refusal  of  a  permit 
shall  be  by  unanimous  written  action. 

2.  Upon  receiving  any  well  foimded  information  that  this 
ordinance  is  being  violated,  the  Selectmen  shall  on  their  own 
initiative  take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  by  seeking  injunctions  in  the  Superior  Court 
or  by  other  appropriate  legal  action.   But  if  no  such  steps 
are  taken  within  fourteen  days  of  such  receipt  of  information, 
the  aggrieved  person  or  persons  may  take  such  steps  at  the 
expense  of  the  Town  if  so  directed  by  said  Court. 

ARTICLE  IX 

This  ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of 
any  legal  town  meeting  after  such  amendment  is  published 
in  the  warrant  calling  the  meeting  and  after  such  amendment 
has  received  a  public  hearing  which  has  been  given  a  fifteen 
day  prior  legal  notice. 

ARTICLE  X 

Every  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more  tiian  ten 
dollars  upon  conviction  for  each  day  such  violation  shall 
exist. 

ARTICLE  XI 

The  invalidity  or  imconstitutionality  of  any  part  of  this 


ordinance  shall  not  effect  any  other  part  and  the  rest  shall 
continue  effective.   If  this  ordinance  differs  with  any  law  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  restriction  or  standard  that 
which  imposes  the  greater  restriction  or  higher  standard 
shall  govern. 

ARTICLE  Xn 
This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 
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ZONING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

At  the  last  town  meeting  this  committee  was  elected 
to  study  zoning  and  report  back  at  the  next  town  meeting. 
We  have  met  several  times  and  have  become  quite  convinced 
that  we  have  no  problem  of  sufficient  magnitude  as  to  cre- 
ate a  public  authority  over  our  land  in  Epping.  (As  for  cre- 
ating a  public  authority  we're  not  impressed  that  there's 
any  suitable  material  of  which  to  build.)  The  person  who 
owns  and  pays  taxes  on  property  is  the  more  reliable  per- 
son upon  whom  we  can  depend  to  make  proper  use  of  his 
land.  The  spirit  of  individuality  and  competition  will  be 
more  apt  to  flourish  in  the  atmosphere  of  freedom  than  un- 
der the  frustrations  of  a  poorly  operated  zoning  authority. 

We  are  confident  that  when  a  problem  arises  of  suf- 
ficient importance  to  be  of  public  concern  that  the  majority 
of  the  people  can  decide  on  a  solution  and  expect  results. 
It  seems  that  the  strongest  of  zoning  laws  fall  by  the  way 
side  in  the  face  of  public  developments  such  as  roads,  dams, 
and  other  public  utilities  and  by  large  commercial  develop- 
ments. 

We  wish  to  clarify  that  this  committee  in  no  way  re- 
places your  planning  board  which  has  legal  status  imder  the 
enabling  legislation  enacted  by  the  State  Legislature.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  district  in  the  town  of 
Epping  qiialified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

Yon  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  district  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  1962,  at  ten  o' 
clock  in  tiie  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensidng  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensiling  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine   and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the 
district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Conmiittees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents, 
and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of 
tiie  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  founda- 
tion aid  fund  together  with  other  income;  the 
school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  bal- 
ance between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  ap- 
propriation, which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by 
taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  whether  the  District  will  authorize  the 
construction,  equipping  and  furnishing  of  a  new 
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secondary  school  building,  appropriate  not  ex- 
ceeding $300,000.00  therefor,  determine  how  any 
such  appropriation  shall  be  raised  -  whether  by 
taxation,  transfer  of  available  funds  or  by  bor- 
rowing and,  if  by  borrowing,  to  authorize  the  is- 
suance and  sale  of  bonds  of  the  District  imder  the 
Municipal  Finance  Act  or  any  other  enabling  au- 
thority, and  to  take  any  action  incidental  to  or 
connected  with  the  foregoing  matters  or  any  of 
them. 

10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote,  in  accordance 
with  R.  S.  A.  Chapter  197.  Section  1-a,  to  elect 
its  District  Officers  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
beginning  with  the  calendar  year  1963  and  each 
year  thereafter. 

11.  On  petition  of  Edward  Comeau  and  nine  others  to 
see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  have  a  separate 
school  district  check  list  with  supervisors  of  the 
checklist  being  temporarily  appointed  by  the 
school  board  until  the  next  annual  election. 

12.  On  petition  of  William  S.  Goodrich  and  twenty- 
four  others  to  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  ap- 
prove the  building  of  a  four  room  addition  to  the 
Central  school  for  Elementary  School  purposes 
at  a  cost  of  $100,000.00. 

13.  On  petition  of  Joseph  F,  Kenney  and  ten  others  to 
see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  pay  the  tuition  in 
an  amoimt  not  to  exceed  the  State  Average,  for 
those  pupils  wishing  to  attend  neighboring  Junior, 
and  Senior  High  Schools.  Any  cost  over  and  above 
the  State  Average  Including  transportation  is  to 
be  borne  by  the  parents.  Application  for  such 
tuition  aid  to  be  no  later  than  February  1,  1963 
for  the  school  year  1963-64  and  at  the  same  date 
annually  thereafter  until  such  time  as  Epping 
maintains  an  approved  comprehensive  High  School.

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SUPERINTENDENT 

During  the  past  decade  there  have  been  many  propos- 
als presented  to  the  Epping  voters  that  would  have,  in  one 
way  or  another,  solved  the  secondary  school  problem.  To 
date,  however,  none  of  the  various  proposals  has  had  suf- 
ficient support  from  the  voters  to  effect  a  change  in  the 
secondary  school. 

Various  interested  citizen  groups  representing  differ- 
ent points  of  view,  your  State  Department  of  Education  and 
other  agencies  have  studied  and  worked  on  the  problem. 
All  have  made  recommendations  but  to  date  there  has  been 
no  agreement. 

Many  look  to  the  Superintendent,  State  Department  of 
Education  and  State  School  Board  to  solve  this  dilemma. 
However,  this  is  not  possible  in  either  State  or  Na- 
tion. The  responsibility  still  lies  with  the  citizens  of  Epp- 
ing through  their  School  Board  to  determine  the  type  and 
quality  of  Education  the  Epping  young  people  will  have  now 
and  in  the  future.  Let  me  quote  directly  from  Commissioner 
Charles  Ritch,  Jr.: 

"I believe  we  can  do  no  more  than  what  we  have  done. 
The  decision  making  process  rightly  rests  with  the 
citizens  of  Epping  as  they  meet  in  School  District 
meetings  to  approve  actions  which  mean  so  much  to 
their  own  children." 

In  the  very  near  future  a  new  set  of  minimimi  stand- 
ards will  be  initiated  bv  the  State  Department  of  Education 
both  for  ''High  Schools"  and  "Comprehensive  High  Schools*. 
Preliminary  drafts  of  these  regulations  are  now  available 
and  it  would  be  well  for  you  to  review  this  very  important 
"Third  Draft  of  Minimum  Standards  and  Recommended 
Practices"  before  reaching  a  decision  because  the  future 
as  well  as  the  present  must  be  considered. 

Throughout  all  the  stormy  years  and  bitter  disagree- 
ment one  great  benefit  has  evolved  -  the  almost  imiversal 
interest  of  the  entire  citizenry  of  Epping  in  its  schools. 
This  is  commendable  and  if  genuine  cannot  help  but  event- 
lally  lead  to  the  best  possible  program  for  your  young  people .

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent,  School  Board  Members  and  Citizens 
of  Epping: 

The  accent  today  on  school  nursing  is  in  the  area  of 
Health  Education.  Your  school  nurse  is  still  the  one  who 
does  heights  and  weights,  tests  eyes  and  ears,  applies  band- 
aids  when  she  is  available,  is  the  liaison  between  the  school 
and  the  home  for  every  physical  and  emotional  need  of  the 
child,  arranges  clinics,  and  is  on  call  for  every  one  of  the 
duties  expected  of  her.  (According  to  a  study  on  the  gradu- 
ate level  at  Boston  University,  these  duties  number  one 
hundred  and  thirty -one.) 

However,  in  addition  to  these  traditional  fimctions 
which  she  performs,  the  scope  of  school  nursing  has  broad- 
ened considerably.  Health  Education  has  become  the  dy- 
namic force,  the  impetus,  the  reason  for  the  performance 
of  the  school  nurse's  task.  The  opportunity  for  teaching 
health  presents  itself  in  almost  every  phase.  Even  formal 
classroom  teaching  is  possible  on  a  limited  basis,  although 
usually  the  nurse  is  the  source  guide  for  health  education 
materials. 

Last  year  our   county  was   without  a  state  public 
health  nurse;  this  year  one  is  again  available  so  that  we 
shall  resume  the  preschool  clinics  and  polio  clinics,  if  the 
latter  are  desired  by  you. 

Urine  testing  was  done  last  year  but  will  probably 
not  be  done  again  on  a  Union-wide  basis.  It  has  been  foimd 
that  the  resiilts  do  not  warrant  the  time  and  expense  in- 
volved. Diabetes  is  a  spectacular  disease  in  children  and 
will  show  up  in  ways  other  than  in  the  urine  test. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  those  involved  in  the  cooperative 
effort  of  acquiring  and  maintaining  maximum  health  for  our 
school  children.

In  answer  to  your  letter  of  December  29,  1961,  the 
Newmarket  School  Board  wishes  to  inform  you  that  accord- 
ing to  recommendations  received  from  the  State  Department 
of  Education  in  Concord,  Newmarket  High  School  can  ac- 
comodate Grades  9-12  from  Epping. 

A  contract  for  a  three -year  period  will  be  expected. 
The  charge  for  tuition  will  not  exceed  the  State  Average  in- 
cluding the  recommendations  set  by  the  State  Department 
of  Education. 

The  charge  for  1962-1963  will  be  $425.00  per  pupil 
grades  9-12.

F.  From  data  given  in  E  under  ''classrooms  planned," 
the  following  areas  would  have  to  be  added  or  devel- 
oped inside  the  present  facility  at  Newmarket  to  ac- 
comodate grades  10-12  from  Epping.  Note:  grades 
9-12  could  be  accomodated  from  Epping,  but  the 
teacher  stations  would  be  utilized  close  to  100%  of 
the  time. 

According  to  my  analysis  of  the  Newmarket-Epping 
program,  these  changes  would  be  needed  at  New- 
market to  accomodate  Epping  students,  grades  9-12: 

1.  Two  new  classrooms  over  or  under  the  present 
library -study  hall. 

2.  An  appropriation  sufficient  to  develop  an  adequate 
library. 

3.  Development  of  a  second  science  laboratory. 

4.  Development  of  areas  for  performance  -  courses 
in  both  art  and  music. 

5.  Development  of  cafeteria,  serving  area,  and/or 
cooking  place. 

Conclusion:  Grades  7-12  Newmarket  and  Grades  10- 
12  Epping  could  be  accomodated  if  five  items  are  added. 
(See  Section  F.)''
